Like business (big and small), government should 
change its policies when those policies produce more dam- 
age than good. AUTOMOTIVE has pointed out for 
many weeks (including John Munn’s refutation 
Cyrus McCormick’s contentions Tell to- 
day), new-car rationing both unsound and unnecessary, 
since the allocation tires automatically rations cars. 


Smart the government would abandon new-car 
rationing; failing that, the least that could done would 
turn new-car rationing, along with tires and parts, 
over agency that knows and concerned with the 
nation’s vital transportation system—the Office De- 
fense Transportation. Joseph Eastman’s agency, aided 
local offices the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
currently handling the rationing new trucks which, 
the light present conditions, are more vital than 
cars, tires and parts the nation’s war efforts. 


Regardless Eastman’s natural inclinations avoid 
additional headaches, the government should delegate the 
ODT setup handle all transportation rationing. ICC 
currently establishing new offices handle truck appli- 
cations; its personnel civil service contrasted with 
the political and inefficient appointees now handling car 
and tire rationing.

This intake air may increase 
corrosion much times. 


Leakage the engine head gas- 
ket not only may allow coolant 
enter the engine, with serious re- 
sults, but may permit exhaust gas 
blown into the cooling sys- 
tem, introducing acids that cause 
rapid rust formation and corrosion 
damage radiator and other cool- 
ing system metals. However, even 
without leakage the water pump 
cylinder head, just plain water 
the cooling system will corrode 
metals, from rust and may even 
cause radiator clogging.
